Uristol Provision Trade Association Takes it 
Up--Montreal Association Can Do Nothing 
in the Case. 


(Montreal Star,) 


A matter which hes caused almost end- 
Joss discussion among the choese interes! 
of not only Montreal, but Canada uc large, 
was takon up at the mecting of the Luttor 
and Cheeso Asseciation Executive yoster 
day afternoon. Th's was the substitation 
of ono brand of cheeso for another 
in the English market. It seems that th's 





has been practised, so it is alleged, much 
to the detriment of the whole Canadien 
trade, 

The Secretary of the Bristol Proy! ica 
Trade Association wrote the 
Trade here as follows ;

**Lam insteacted by my Association to 
call your attention to the fact that a circu- 
lar was issued in July, 1897, by J.C, & 
G. D, Warrington, of your city, in which 
they state that certain gentlemen on your 
side are shipping French cheese, woich Zo 
per 1b,, With the original marks scraped off 
and branded finest Brockvi"!e cheese, C. 
W. & Co,,” and also in the same circular : 
** We have seen French cheese brand. 
* Perth Gems.'" 

Now, Perth makes the finest cherve ia 
Caneda, bar none, and this is the grous. st 
fraud and robbe:y. Monalen factories are 
being scrap: 1 end shipp- 1 as Brock Gems. 
This js another *barefaced swindle. We

‘Lhe latter goes on to state that th -e 
allegations are being published bros le .t 
throughout Wogland? Regarding the 
charge that cheap che-se is being sub «- 
tutcd for finest Brockyi!le cheese in Eng- 
land, the lettor goes on to cite an iritanse 
in which the Bristol houses purch=3.1 of 
& Montreal firm 1,50) bxs. ‘finest white 
Oavadian cheeso, Brocky''e section, June 
make.” The Bristol firm were afterwards 
notilied by cable that other goods thaa 
Brockv'le were beius “hipped to them,and 
cancellcd the contract with the shipping 
agent in Bristol. ‘The cheese was eventual- 
ly sold for account of the Montreal ship- 
pers, the buyers receiving one shilling por 
100 pounds indemnity for non-fellilment 
of contract. 

The Bristol Association then asks that 
the Montreal Association take the matter 
up inorder to prevent a re-ocourrence. 

Copies of the contracts, eto., between 
Messrs. Geo. Widgery & Company, of 
“Sristol, and the Montreal Shippors, were 
also enclosed by the shippers of the Dr tol 
Board, 

Aftor discussing the situation yestenlay, 
the Executive of the Butter and Clicve

no action in the matter, as the Montreal 
firm was not a member of the Association 
and therefore beyond their control.

No sales were made at 
Madoc or Poterborough last night and the 
same state of affairs ex'sts in othee large 
cheese producing sections. 

The exports of cheese froin Montreal for 
Hurope for the week ending August 28th 
numbered 79,733 boxes against 95,778 for 
the corresponding week Jast year. Since 
May Ist the total shipments have been 
1,732,031 boxes, against 930,764 for the 
samo period last year.

My experience Is, and I have bad consld- 
erable, that the man who stays at home

San Francisco, Cal, Sept. 1.—The 
situation on the Yukon, as outhned in 
the despatches yesterday, is fully as 
bad us painted, ‘Po-day there urrived a 
letter from St. Michael, under date of 
Aus. 16, from Ben Sanford Goodhue, a 
hewspaper mun, who went up on the 
Excelsior, und has deyoted his time tu 
yestiguting the situation. He says 
positively that by no means cun enough 
provisions be taken up the Yukon to 
supply those now on the Klondike anil 
those going m. Ile sustains his asser- 
tious with statements drom the deputy 
collector ut St. Michael and the repre- 
senlilives of the two trading companies 
on the Yukon. He shows that even if 
both cCompunies had all their river 
etenmers available and they could make 
the three trips usually made they could 
not land enough provisions to provide! 
for everybody at Dawsen City during 
the long winter, 

But at least two of the river steamers, 
and possibly more wre Jaid up some 
Where up the river, presumably stuck on 
snudburs, and with littl chance of 
Kelting off unless timely rains ruise the 
stream, They are already so long de- 
layed thut they must miss at least one 
trip, and that probably means the dif- 
ference between a fair share of food and 
sturvation. To add to the critical witua 
tion Goodhue confirms the report that 
the river is unusually low, The depth 
is now three and one-half feet, when it 
should be at least double that. 
Drought or frost has the same effect 
on causing low water in the river. It 
winter sets in before the raing raise the

FLOATER AY BURK’S FALLS. 


The Body of a Man Found Face Dewa- 
ward In au Advanced State of 
DPocom position. 


Burk’s Falls, Ont., Sept. 1—At 7 
o'clock this morning Chief Constable 
Walford Taylor found floating in the 
river among some logs 1 few feet be 
low the road bridge, above the falls, 
the body of a man, face downward. On 
being pulled to the river bank, the body 
wus identified as that of William Bax- 
ter, who has been working at various 
obs in the lumber woods about here, 
und of late on the farm, of Fred 
Brasher and D. F. Burk. Coroner H 
L. Barber, M. D., was promplly sum: 
mened to the spot. The bloody and 
xhusUy appearance of the face wirraoat 
cd a full investigation, which was made 
by the coroner’s Jury and 4 post mieten 
exgmipation by Drs, Crawford ati 
Caughell. ‘The post mortem exiuipa 
tion guve no evidence of violence other 
than that the inan must haye been dead 
or semi-conscious before entering the 
river, from the fact that there was nq 
water in the stomach, which would haye 
been otherwise full. Decomposition ren 
dered it impossible to get any positirg 
evidence from the state of the lungs 
The evidence of the principal witnesses 
Mhowed that deceased was Just seen 
ou Tuesday night, Aug, 23, between 8 
and 10 o'clock, standing within a few 
feet of the edge of the river, in a state 
of intoxication, holding by the fence, for 
upwards of two hours in the rain, re- 
fusing to leave the spot or accept any 
useistance, He had evidently staggered 
into the river aud was drowned. 

The verdict of the jury was that de- 
ceasedl came to his death by drowning 
while under the influence of liquor. 

His brother, Frank Baxter of Peter- 
boro, wired the authorities here to ship 
the body to his home in Peterboro, but 
owing to the advanced stage of decom- 
position this could not be done, and* the 
relatives guve instructions to have the 
body interred — here, The burial took 
place to-night by starlight.

Lhe present suspension does not cause 
surprise, it being caused by heavy ex- 
penditures in connection with the frou- 
tier troubles, It is probable that a gold 
loun, for which the powers already ex- 
ist, will be issued in London in order 
fo replenish the Indian treasury. No 
other important effect of the action tak- 
eo by the council is expected, the yven- 
eral belief being that little gold will be 
remitted to India. The Daily Telegraph 
agrees in this view, but thinks the situa- 
hon is uncertain, 

The Daily News says the action of the 
council will not materially change the 
mereantile situation, as would be the 
cause in the active shipping season. 

The Times says: “The suspension 
caused surprise at first, but is recognix- 
ed as a natural corollary to recent 
events, and its effects on Indian ex- 
changes is thought to be already antici- 
pated.” 

The Standard regards the announce- 
ment as unpleasant because of the pus- 
sibility of gold shipments to India, when 
business revives, Fortunately, The 
Stondard says, the Indian trade is quiet 
now and merchants will soon not feel

But both 
of these classes bave been abandoned. 

One in authority In the art department 
of ono of the great magazines said lately: 
‘“'There wero formerly other women on- 
grayors. Wood ongraving has beun largely 
driven out by the half tone and process 
work, which ta much cheaper and in somo 
raro oases quite aa good. The high olass 
magazines employ for their Ulustration a 
rmuixture of both—that is, the half tono plate 
is supplemented by the work of the on 





graver. The choaper magazines use the un- 
touched half tonos. Tho retouching of half 
tone plates la done by those who were ferm- 
erly wood engrayers and requires ag bigh a 
degree of skill as wood engraving. Thero 
are Do women engaged in that line now 
excepting Miss Knight and a Miss Powell, 
who directa the art department of The 
International Magazine in Boston, Thore 
never were but a ‘few. Curiously onough, 
in the past our magazines made a great 
effort to develop women ongrayers; but, 
with tho exception of Misa Powell, no 
woman attainod tothe first rank, Why 
thoy did not take to !t I cannot toll.’’ 
Miss Powell graduated from the high 
achool at hor homo, beginning hor art 
studies at the same time with private 
teachers, hor health not permitting her to 
take a college course. From her carly 
childhood she had her own saddle bore

and learned to fence and use a rifle with 
her brothers, her pleasures (because of her 
futher's desire to keep her as much as pos- 
sible in the open air) being tho same as 
theirs. After leaviny sohool she visited an 
unole in San Francisco, making a genera) 
tour of the west alone, and then came to 
Now York and studied for three years In 
Cooper Union in the ongraying olass, tak- 
ing lessons in pen and ink drawing in pri- 
vate studios, At the end of that time she 
saw that to compote with the best she must 
first have practical experience in commer- 
olal work, through which aléne acouracy 
and detail are obtained, while in her three 
years’ work in Cooper institute she had 
had only artistio work, in whioh effect is 
the desirable object. 

Seeing an advertisement of ‘Engraver 
Wanted,’ in the illustrating house of J. J. 
Ryder & Co, of Providence, sho replied, 
not venturing to say that she was a girl. 
Whon after some correspondence the truth 
foll out, sho recelyed a letter saying that 
it would hardly be bost to consider em- 
ploying her, as among the large number 
of omployees in the place there were no 
women. She replied that that would not 
atand in her way and that she was used to 
mon and could stand it if they could. She 
Was acoopted and worked thore two years, 
from 7 in tho morning until 6 at night, 
with an hour for luncheon. 

“I shall always feol grateful to that 
firm,’’ she deolaros, ‘‘for its patience 
with me. At first I spoiled many blooks 
and did not earn what was paid mo, 
Thero was never & coarse word allowed to 
be spoken among the men in the engray- 
ing department while I was there, nor did 
I over haye any shocking oxperionces, It 
was only the unfailing kindness and 
courtesy I mot with that made it possible 
for me to take that training. For a long 
time I knew thot my work did not com- 
pare with that done by the men, but be- 
fore I left I could do as good a job as any 
man in the place.’’—New York Tribune.

Homer said:

Is more than armics to the public weal. 

Cicero said: “There is nothing in 
which men so approach the gods as whoa 
they try to give health to other men,” 
Charles IX, made prockmation that all 
the Protestants in Mrance should be put 
to death on St. Bartholomew's day, But 
made one exception, and that the cise 
of Pare, the father of French surgery. 
‘Phe battlefields of the American Reyolu- 
tion welcomed Drs. Mercer and Warren 
and Rush. When the French army wis 
entirely demoralized at fear of the 
plague, the lending sungeon of that amy 
moculated himself with the plague to 
show the soldiers there was no contagion 
in it, and their courage rose, and they 
went on to conflict.

of physicians, but to stir in the hears 
of the men of the medical profession 2 
fecling of gratitude to God thut they 
have been allowed to put their hauil 
to such a magnificent work and that 
they huve been called into such illustri- 
ous company, Hiave you never felt a 
spirit of gratitude for this opportunity? 
Do you not feel thankful now? Then, 
Lam afraid, doctor, you are not a Chris- 
tian, and that the old proverb which 


Ohrist quoted in His sermon may be 
apprepriate to you, “Physician, heal 
thyseif.”’ 


Another reason why I think the medi- 
cal profession ought to be Christians 1s 
because there are so many trials and 
unnuoyances in that profession that necd 
wositive Ohristian solace, IT knuw you 
uive the gratitude of a great many guvod 
people, and I kuow it must be a grand 
thing to walk intelligently through the 
avenues of human lite and with ani 
tomic skill poise yourself on the nerves 
and fibres which cross and recross this 
wonderful physical system. I suppose 
na skilled eye ean see more beauty even 
in malformation than an architect can 
point out in any of his structures, 
though it be the very triuwnph of areh 
and plinth and abacus, But how muiny 
annoyances and trials the medicnl pro- 
fession huve! Dr. Lush used to say, bi 
his yuiedictory addresses to the students 
of the medical college, “Young gey'le- 
men, have two pocketa—n small and u 
big pocket; a sma'l pocket in which to 
put your fees, a arge pocket in which 
to put your annoyances,” , 

In the first place, the physician has 
no Sabbath. Busy merchants and liw- 
yers and mechanics cannot afford to be 
sick during the scculur week, and so 
they nurse themaclyes along with lozen- 
ges and horehound candy, and then say, 
“T must have a doctor’ And that spoils 
the Sabbath morning church service for 
the physician. Besides that, there ure 
a greit many men who dine but onee 
a week with their families, During the 
secular days they take a hasty lunch 
at the restaurant, and on the Sabbath 
they make up for their six days’ ab 
stinence by especial gcormandizing, wh ch 
hefore night makes their amazed diges- 
tive organs cry out for a doctor, And 
that spoils the evening church seryic> 
for the physician. 

Then they are annoyed by people com- 
ing too Inte. Men wait until the lust 
fortress of physical strength is taken 
and death has dug around it the treneh 
of the grave, and then they ron for the 
doctor. The slight fever which might 
have been eured with a footbath has 
become virulent typhus, and the haek 
ing cough killing pneumonia. As though 
a coptain should sink his ship off Arma 
eausett, and then put ashore in un yaw! 
and then come to New York to a mari 
office and want to get his vessel insurcd, 
Too late for the ship, Too late for 
the putient. 

Lhen there are muny who Wways blu 
the doctor becuuse the people die, for- 
gKeltiug the Divine ehactwent, “Lt la ap- 
pointed unto all men ouce to die.’ ‘Lhe 
father in medicine whu announced the 
fact that he bad discovered the art by 
Which to make meu in Uilis world un 
wortal himself died at 47 yeurs of “ge, 
showing thut inunortility was less Ubu 
halt a century for him. Ob, how easy 
it is when people die, to cry @ut, “Mal 
practice,” Dhen the pbhysiciin  miuist

Abercrombie and Brown of 
Scotland, Drs, Hay and Fothergill of 
england, and Dr, Rush of our own 
country, were celebrated for their faith- 
fulness in that direction, “Oh,’’ guy the 
medical profession, “that is your occu- 
pation; that belongs to the clergy, nut 
to us.’ My brother, there are severe 
Hinesses in which you wi!! not udmit even 
the clergy, and that patient's salvation 
will depend upon your faithfulness, 
With the medicine for the body in one 
hand and the medicine for the soul in 
the other, oh, what a chance!

The fact is his work on earth is ended. 
‘Tell those people in the office there they 
need not wait any longer; the doctor 
Will never go there again. He hag writ- 
ten his last prescription for the alleyia- 
ation of human pain, The people will 
run up his front steps and inquire, “How 
is the doctor to-day?” AD the sympath- 
ies of the neighborhood will be aroused, 
and there will be many prayers that he 
who has been so kind to the sick may 
be comforted in his last pang. It is all 
oyer now. In two or three days, his 
convalescent patients, with shawls wrap- 
ped around them, will come to the front 
window and look out at the passing 
hearse, and the poor of the city, bare- 
footed and bareheaded, will stand on 
the street corfiér saying, “Oh, how good 
he was to us all!” But on the other 
side of the river of death some of his 
old patients, who are forever cured, will 
come out to welcome him, and the physi-

und Dr. Lhompson were present at the 
post mortem, when the yariotts garments 
Were removed for examinution, Phe 
parts removed were pliced in jars aud 
sented by Coroner ‘Lhompson. Phey 
were in a good state of preservation, 
There did not appear to have been any 
leakuge from the body since the first 
post mortem, ood taken into the stom 
ach in the ordinary way would not re 
nian wore than seven hours, but as un 
extreme time it might stay two or three 
days. In view of deceased's history und 
of the circumstances of his death, to- 
gether with the cesults of the post mor- 
tem, he had no hesitation to express 
the opinion that George Sternaman died 
from the effects of arsenic, There is 
no disease known that would account 
for all the symptoms, but there are dis: 
cases which might account for some of 
the symptoms. If arsenic was found in 
the fluid contents of the stomach, it 
hiust have been administered within 
two or three days of death.” 

On cross-exumination by Mr, German, 
Witness stuted that he tested the urine 
ufter, but found no traces of arsenic. 
He suid he had no information that de- 
veased had yomited previous to his 
denth, aud on enquiry had also been 
(old that no vomiting had taken place, 
Jvoth witness and Harrison were strong- 
1, impressed with the belief that de- 
cased was suffering from arsenical pol 
soning, and they made the post mortem 
with the expectation of finding evidences 
of it. They did not find any, however, 
Lut this did not change witness’ opinion. 

John Snyder, undertaker, Selkirk, gave 
evidence as to the burial of the body of 
George Sternaman on Aug. 19, 1890, 
ufter the doctors held their post mortem, 
and encased it and buried it. He did 
Hot notice aby marks ou the body. 

Dr. David ‘Lhompson, coroner for the 
County of Haldimiaud, stated: “I had an 
inquest upon the body of George Ster- 
miunan. 1 opened the enquiry on Sept. 
29, 1596, aud on thut occasion the jury 
Wis sworn if, the body exhumed and a 
post mortem held by Drs, Park and Mur- 
rison, in the presence of the jury.” 

Part of his evidence was similar to 
that of Dr. Park, 

fo Mr. Germun witness sakl he held 
the juquest under instructions from the 
Crown Attorney, and without any pre- 
liminary investigation. Le had heard 
that Mrs. Sternaman, mother of George 
H. Sternaman, wished un inquest wud 
Mr. Robertson, on behalf of the Metro- 
ponte Life Insurance Company of New 

ork, had spoken to him about the case, 

Elizabeth Jane Sternpaman, sworn, 
stated: Iam the mother of George H,. 
Sternaman, who was married on the 8rd 
of Web., 1896, to Mrs, Chapman. I 
went to visit them when he was sick 
in Buffalo about the middle of July, 1 
found my son in a very low condition, 
He couldn’t pick up even a pocket hand: 
kerchiet in’ his fingers; his legs were 
puralyzed; ‘could draw them up but 
couldn't straighten them out; arms were 
paralyzed, but not so bad us his legs; 
mouth and lips were yery sore; skin 
dark, I asked his wife about his sick- 
ness. She told me that he came home 
sick from his work. Prisoner said thut 
all the food he hud taken for two weeks 
had been injected. She said that he 
would vomit if taken in the natural 
way. I saw him vomit once after tak- 
ing» medicine. Dr, Frost wanted to 
huve him taken to the hospital, but his 
wife objectéd. She gave him his medi- 
cine mainly, I remained just a week 
in Buffalo. I met George at the station 
at Ciydga when he was brought bome. 
He was far more paralyzed than when 
I left him at Buffalo. His wife came 
with him, I fed him toast and tea once. 
I think on Friday I made the bread and 
butter myself. His nourishment wis 
mainly toast, eggs and butter milk, The 
rest of the family partook of the same 
food and did not get ill. 

George's life was insured for $1000 at 
the time of his marriage. He sent me 
papers a few days after his marriage 
to sign the insurance over to his wife:

His wife told me before he was buried 
that the insurnnce was $770. I ] 
her if that was all, and she said “tyes.”

Wis poisoned, I was not friendly to 
prisoner after she married my son, I 
did not look in George’s house for 
poison. His wife gave him his medi- 
cine and food. I may have given it 
once, I think the medicine had to be 
kiven three times a day. The sister 
aud mother each had opportunities to 
give George medicine and drink, It 
was ubout three weeks after - came 
away that George cnme to Cayuga, I 
guve him buiter milk. TI did not sce 
him vomit, but my daughter and a 


neighbor were in the room at the time 
and suw him. George asked me when 
in Buffalo to have a post-mortem. I 
did not order the post-mortem; suppose 
it was his wife. I did not pris- 
oner of poisoning George until the night

There are some now styles in bicyole 
shoes and leggings. Many women are 
discarding the leggings and high shoes 
for wheeling altogether, contending 
that a prettily fitted shoe and a neatly 
gartered stocking are much less obtru- 
sive than the distinctive bioyole shoe 
aud legging. Still the shoomakers pro- 
vide high shoos, low shoes and leggings, 
and more of the latter are seen on the 
wheelwomen in town and country than 
the low oxford ties. 

Paris haa never sent us daintier foot- 
goar than the exquisite ties, made im 
any shade, to weur with the fluffy be- 
flonuced lawns which are the rage to- 
day. Any color can be procured, from 
the most delicate pink, mauve, blue, 
pile green to the red shoe, to be worn 
with all black costumes. Then, as wom- 
an joins in so many of the manly sports, 
the bootmakers show riding boots, golf- 
ing shoes and stout walking boots 
which only differ from the male models 
in their delicacy of form. 

There never was the time when the 
summer girl had to have so much foot- 
gear as now. There are just 16 styles of 
shoes which she should have, and if 
she is ambitious to exhibit different 
yurieties of each style the total could 
eisily be swelled to 60. Just why a 
girl needs at least 16 pairs of shoes can 
bo easily told. In the first place, when 
she gets up in the morning ashe of 
course thrusts her feet in her bathing 
slippers preparatory to the morning 
bath. When her morning toilet is com- 
pleted, sho discards the bathing slippers 
with the round toe and flat heel and 
dous her breakfast slippers. An hour 
after breakfast it is time to think of the 
morning’s fun. It may be a brisk run 
awheel, a visit to the golf links, a 
horseback ride, a long walk or a yacht- 
ing trip, any one of which requires a 
special kind of footgear. 

For the bicyole there are three styles, 
and the one that has suddenly gained 
the most popularity is the low shoe, 
fashioned somewhat like the ordinary 
oxford tie, but fastened with laces At 
first the wearers of the low shoe used 
thiok golf stockings, but they have been 
found to be too warm, so those of lisle 
thread were substituted. Notwithstand- 
ing tho sensible arguments whioh recom- 
mend the low shoe, there are many 
who adhere to the high boot. The new- 
est in these is made of various colored 
Frenoh kids to match the costume. 

Golf calls for a special shoe. It is 
made of Russian leather and has low, 
broad heel and thick sole, the latter be- 
ing inserted with several rubber disks 
and the heel with a rubber crescent to 
yesvens slipping when delivering a vio- 
lent blow on smooth grass. These shoes 
are cut not higher than six inches, and 
one of their essentials is to make walk- 
ing easy. 

The correct walking shoe is a laced 
affair of oalfekin, mado as high as the 
golf shoe, with an inch and a quarter 
square heel and made so that the for- 
ward part of the foot from the ball to 
the toe rests firmly on the ground. A 
horseback ride, of course, requires a 
pair of woll made riding boots, The 
smartest kind are made ef patent leath-

the knee and are made with stiff tops, 
pointed toes and low, broad heels. Then 
there are tennis shoes and yachting 
shoes, both of canvas, with rubber soles 
to prevent slipping on velvety grass or 
tilting decks, Slippers for afternoon 
wear, when finery is donned, are in in- 
numerably dainty styles and colors, 
and the same oan be said of the footgear 
for evening wear for dances and similar 
functions.

The Ball Before Waterloo. 


An example of how near to us is the yor- 
torday of romance and sony may bo fourd 
in the recentdeath at her quiet home in 
Treland of Lady Louise Tighe—one of the 
women who danced at the famous Brussels 
ball before the battle of Waterloo, Every 
one who has known Byron (aud it is getting 
fashionable to read Byron once more) re- 
members the poet's description of the ball, 
but it is givon to few nowadays to actually 
have mot and conyersed with a belle of that 
stirring occasion. Not many months ago 
it was the writer's fortune to spend an hour 
or two with the Lady Louisa Tighe in her 
son's house at Woodstock, She was of that 
refreshing typo —tho charming old Jay. 
One would casily understand how Louise 
Tighe had once been a beauty, despite the 
wrinkles and crowsfeet which carking cares 
had left upon ker face. 

































“I was staying at the British Embassy,and 
in our party thore were many lovely girls, 
now since dead and gone. For wecks we 
had talked of tho ball and of what we should 
wear. Girls wore much thé same then as 
they are to-day ; and not even the return of 
Napoleon from Elba and the renewal of war 
seemed half so important to us as the ap- 
proaching ball. 

“My dress—I have it still—was a plain 
white muslin, and oyerit I wore a blue sash, 
as became adebutante. There was no fear 
of any lack of partners, for Brussels is full 
of young officers, and in the army of occup- 
ation were no fewer than twenty-five of my 
own near relatives,all young men, and near- 
ly all of some dancing ability. You can 
easily pisturo, my dear, the flutter which 
their proximity gave us. 

“The great night camo at last—none too 
soon for us. I knew quite well that Napo- 
leon was marching upon Brussels; but the 
thought disturbed me little, for I had al- 
ready ten names upon my dancing list, 
and the prospect was altovether delightful. 

“Tt was a most enjoyable ball, but Byron 
was wrong when he described us as turning 
pale and listening with horror to the distant 
roar of cannon. ‘The truth was that we 
heard no cannon at all; indeed the three 
bands and the company of Highland pipers 
would have drowned the roar of all Bona- 
parte’s ordnanco at such a distance, 

“Tt was not until I missed the Duke of 
Brunswick from the ballroom that I really 
koow what was coming. The honored name 
of ‘Brunswick's fated chieftain’ was upon 
my tablet tora dance, but when T looked 
around forthe duke T could see him nowhere. 
In going, however, he jwas polite, for he 
left u callow aide-de-camp to tell me the 
truth about the coming battle. It is rather 
romantic, but that callow aide-de-camp 
eventually became my busband. Our ac- 
quaintance began ab the Brussels ball, 
whon he shoved both tach and kindliness 
in setting my fora al rest, and actually 
danced with me the particular number op- 
posite to which the Duko of Bruoswick’s 
name has becn set. 

“I stayed with Lord Clancarty's family 
until after Watorloo had been fought and 
won. We did not rejoice very much at the 
victory, I fear, as the thousands coming in 
dead and wounded wero not suggestive of 
enjoyment.” 

Lady Louisa Tighe preserved to the last 
the white ball dress in which sho danced at 
Brussels, The dance card on which tho ill- 
fated Duke of Brunswick's name had been 
inscribed was unfortunately lost twenty-five 
years ago during a fire.

Loss From Storing Wheat. 

Several authorities in agricultural 
matters expressed themselves recently 
in The Rural New Yorker concerning 
the gain, if any, in selling new wheat 
from the thrasher at 75 cents over keep- 
ing itfour months and selling at 80 
cents. L. N. Bonhan, former secretary 
of the Ohio board of agriculture, after 
keeping an account of the cost of the 
two methods, has concluded that there 
is ‘‘asaying in labor of 6 cents a bushel 
by hauling at once to the elevator. Un- 
less one is sure of more than 5 cents ad- 
vance it is better to haul the grain to 
market as it comes from the thrasher, 
when we thrash from the shock or 
stack.'’ In commenting on the fore- 
going National Stockman and Farmer 
says: 

This is probably close to the mark. 
The shrinkage is inconsiderable when 
the grain is stored in dry weather and 
taken out in moist weather in the 
spring.

Thrashing Wheat. 

A correspondent tells that his wheat 
{8 thrashed by the new style separators, 
which leave the straw long and straight. 
Rural New Yorker explains that these 
separators were devised to answer a de- 
mand from rye growers. In some parts 
of the east rye straw is worth more 
than first class hay, Packe : and stable 
keepers want long, unbroken straw. In 
order to furnish the best quality the 
straw was thrashed by flaile, a slow 
and cumbersome method whe,’e one has 
nores of the grain. Tho new separator 
takes the gruin in sidewise, the heads 
alone being thrashed or broken, The 
straw comes out without a break and is 
bound into bundlos by the machine. It 
is an advantage to have wheat straw 


handled in the same way. It packs 
closer and is more easily bandied. It 


will not compete with ryo straw in the 
market, yet those careful Jersey farm- 
ers say that it is profitable to pay a lit- 
tle more to have the straw unbroken 
and bound.

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INVENTIONS OF SAVAGES, 


but Strictly Sele 
Creating a Fire. 


It has been less than 100 years since 
civilized humanity used many odd de- 
Vices for the purpose of obtaining fire, 
In this country, then claiming to be “en- 
lightened,” the tinder box, with steel 
and dint, was the apparatus most jon 
erilly, used. However, if there wis no 
tinder box in the house, the old | jlock 
musket, with a few grains of powder in 
the pan, together with a few shreds of 
paper or greased rags, was consi lered 
a household necessity, Rubbing sticks 
together until they were fired by fric- 
tion was the method used by the sayv- 
ages of that time in nearly all the lands 
of the globe, 

There was one singular exception, 
however, to all of the above, as well as 
niuiny other of the more common methoda 
of “striking a light,” and that method 
wis practised by a rude tribe of semi- 
savages inhabiting eastern Thibet, Curi- 
ous as it may seem, those savages vb- 
tained fire on strictly scientific principles, 
which involved a wonderful knuowledze 
of the properties of compressed air. The 
apparatus used consisted of a wooden 
cylinder two and a half inche® long by 
three-quarters of an inch in diameter, 
Which was closed at one end, Into this 
cylinder (which tapered off at one end 
until it was not larger than o common 
lead pencil), was fitted an airtight pis- 
ton, which had a large flat knok at the 
top; the other end of the piston was 
slichtly hollowed out, the indentation be- 
ing intended for the reception of «a 
sinall piece of tinder or “punk.” When 
this apparatus was in use it was held in 
one hand, the piston belng inserted in the 
other and pushed half way down. A 
very sharp blow was then given with the 
pulm on the piston At the same instant 
the fingers were closed round the knob 
ond the piston instantly withdrawn. If 
everything had worked to perfection, the 
scientific savage was usually rewarded 
by finding that the tinder had been light 
ed and a fire assured. 

Sir William Gill, the English scienti«t, 
who invesigated this queer mode of 
striking a light, says that “it requires 
skill to use this fire-producing apparatus, 
ax well as science to invent it,”’—San 
Francisco Chronicle

The Cheese Situation. 


The koon edge of the market which was 
at its climax on Thursday of last week i 
now decidedly off, and it is dificult to yet 
within a fo of last week's prices ; but con 
sidering the astonishing heavy exports from 
Montreal from the cormencement of the 
goason to the close cf last week, amounnug 
to 1,186,094 boxes against 035,472 boxe ; 
for the same period in 1596, and from Now 
York 389,637 boxes against 253,680 boxos, 
tho great wonder is that values have not 
shown a perpendicular drop of le por Ib. 
at the least; and that they have not dono 
80 be evidence that there 1s 
moro inherent strongth in the situation 
than mavy are inclined to admit, This 
season Up to date the combined exports 
of cheese from the two Atlantio porta of 
Montreal and New York show the enor- 
mous increase of 336,569 boxes, being no 
less than 1,525,721 boxes against 1,189, 152 
boxes. This big augmentation of exports, 
however, does not begin to cover the un 
precedented deficiency in Inst yoar's Ways: 
lish production, and it would not surprise 
usif the extraordinary consumptive do- 
yiand in Great Britain, which has been 
oxporionced throughout tho prosont season, 
is continued, if prices are not hoisted too 
high to check it. Factorymen could 
woll afford to take less for their 
August, September and October 
cheese after the prosperous season they 
have had up to the present, sell their 
whole season's make and have done with 
it. But, of course, they will argue just 
tho reverse, and contend that they should 


soems to 


*|,roceive more for their fall make because it 


shows better keoping quality. Markets, 
however, do not always follow arguments ; 
if they did, factorymen would have had to 
accept 70c to $1.00 per box less money for 
their summer make than they actually re- 
ceived. The only thing to be apprehend- 
ed now is that farmers will demand too 
high figures for their fall goods, and ship- 
pers and dealers be induced to pay them 
at the expense of subsequent losses. It 
should be remembered that the Eng- 
lish peoplo have been eating cheese at 
a greater ratio during the past summer than 
ever known before, and John Bull may 
srefer a change of diet, especially if prices 
ie raised on him now to any extent. ‘The 
ol hey has performed wonders this year 
in patronizing Canadian cheese, and the 
chief object of our producers should be to 
coax his appetite by following the market 
down a little and giving him the curd a 
little cheaper if needs be, now that his 
wants seems to have been appeased for a 
time. Our makers had better follow this 
course than spring higher prices on him, 
and thus choke off a demand that has filled 
their pockets with six or seven million of 
dollars already on this season's operations.

this fact, The Standard Designer pre- 
sents some attractive illustrated sohomes 
for bringing about desirable effects. 

One of those was a cozy corner formed 
in a recess between the chimney and 
the window. It was too small to accom- 
modate anything in the way of a desk 
or sideboard, and so would have been 
just so much waste space if the head of 
the house had not hit upon the happy 
idea of converting it intoa lounging 
place for those who wanted to read or 
sew or even take a siesta. The room in 
which the corner was made in this case 
happened to be the general sitting room 
and bad no mantel, being heated in 
winter by a register. A dwarf bookcase 
stood across the chimney. 

Tho settee had a foundation of un- 
painted pine wood, forming a seat and 
the high back. These were put in place 
by a carpenter and then covered with 
oushions, wade to fit, of bedticking 
covered in turn with blue and white 
cotton rep. The wooden molding, placed 
round the front edge, and the legs were 
stained and varnished. The baok of the 
settes was mado to set far enough out 
from the wall to support a 10 inch 
shelf. This was backed by a stained 
aod varnished framework with mirrors 
set in on the three sides. None of the 
mirrors was very large, so they did not 
add materially to the cost. 

Above the first shelf and mantel back, 
about two feet higher up, another shelf 
with supports and fanoy railing was ar- 
ranged, and still above this was puta 
kind of decorative overhanging of 
wood, which gave quite the effect of a 
mantel to tks whole. Thi¢™top shelf 
was used for fanoy china and glassware, 
and the lower one, just above the back 
of the settee, for little articles of bric- 
a-brac. The broad window sill was also 
near enough at hand to hold the work- 
basket or book, and the settee was ar- 
ranged at a convenient height for even 
very little peoplo who might desire to 
avail themselves of its comfortable soft- 
ness. 

In place of the shelves for china, ete., 
bookshelves might be arranged, or even 
without such accessories the settee 
would prove both serviceable and deco- 
rative. 

The subject of a second illustration is 
suitable for almost any room from ‘‘my 
lady’s ohamber’’ to a studio or purlor. 
The little woman to whom the original 
belonged evolved the settee from two old 
armchairs by knooking off an arm from 
each and building them ont with board- 
ing and burlap. The cevering was blue 
denim embroidered in white, with a 
tulip design to match the frieze of the 
papering. The embroidery was done 
with coarse flax thread in outline stitch. 
Plain blue denim was gathered above 
the settee, and in the corner a tiny shelf 
was made, just large enough to hold a 
blue and white porcelain jug. Above 
the settee was built a strong shelf, with 
a triangular cabinet set in where the

sides meet. Tho top of this made an- 
other shelf. The shelf and cabinet were 
mude of pine wood enameled white, 
The wall paper was a soft gray, witha 
frieze of palo yellow tulips on a blue 
gray ground, Tho floor was stained a 
decp yollow and varnished, and the rug 
was of gray and bluo, with a fow 
touches of yellow to light it up a bit, 
The little spindle legged tea table was 
suameled white to mateh the shelf and 
the cabinet, und a wrought iron stand 
held the brass teakettlo and lamp. 


A Keoed Organ.

of the bills that they fight shy of all its 
circulation, is the question for the Do- 
minion Bank to decide. 

About the year 1872 « somewhat similar 
case occurred in Montreal when the now 
defunct Consolidated Bank had a quantity 
of its unsigned circulation stolen, when 
moving from one oflice to another. The 
Consolidated Bank refused payment of 
them. But the Dominion Bank may pre- 
fer to pay the $10,000 of stolen and forged 
notes rather than repudiate them and suffer 
tho bad moral effect of such acourse. The 
written signature on a bank bill varies so 
much that the ordinary business man and 
the general public have really no safeguard 
against a peculiar case like this. One of 
tho burglars, for instance, might sign his 
own genuine signature on the stolen bills 
instead of that of Mr. Baines, and to the 
vast majority this would appear all right.— 
Brockville Times.

thrown into a barrel coutalning water 
oud a pound ov two of mercury, AS B00n 
as the gold comes in contact with the 
mercury it combines with it and forme 
an amalgam. The process is continued 
until enough amalgam has been formed 
to pay for “roasting” or “firing.” It is 
then squeezed through a buckskin bis, 
all the mercury that comes through the 
bag being put back into the burrel to 
serve again, and what remains iu the 
bay is placed in a retort, if the miner 
has one, or, if not, ou a shovel, and 
heated until nearly «all the mercury is 
vaporized. ‘The gold then remains in 
a lump, with some mercury still held in 
combination with it. 

This is called the “pan” or “hand” 
method, and is never, on account of its 
slowness and laboriousness, continued 
for any length of time when it ls pos- 
sible to procure a “rocker er to make 
und work sluices, 

“rocker” is simply a box about 
three feet long and two feet wide, made 
in two parts, the top part being shallow, 
with a heayy sheetiron bottom, which 
is punched full of quurter-inch holes, 
The other part of the box is fitted with 
an inclined shelf about midway in ‘ts 
depth, which is six or eight inches lower 
at its lower end than at its upper, Over 
this is placed a piece of heavy wovlcu 
blanket. The whole is then mounted on 
two rockers, much resembling those of 
an ordinary cradle, and when in use 
they are placed on two blocks of wood, 
so that the whole may be rocked readily. 
After the miner has selected his claim, 
he looks for the most convenient place 
to set his “rocker,” which must be neur 
a good supply of water. Then he pro- 
ceeds to clear away all the stones nnd 
course gravel, gathering the finer gravel 
and sand near the rocker, ‘The shallow 
box on top is filled with this, and with 
one hand the miner rocks it while with 
the other he ladels in water, 

The finer matter, with the gold, falls 
through the holes onto the blankets, 
which checks its progress and holds the 
fine particles of gold, while the sand 
and other matter passes over it to the 
bottom of the box, which is sloped so 
that what comes through is washed 
downward and finally out of the box. 
Across the bottom of the box are fixed 
thin slats, behind which some mercury 
is placed to catch any particles of gold 
which may escape the blanket. 

If the gold is nuggety, the large nug- 
gets are found in the upper box, their 
Weight detaining them until all the light 
er stuff hus passed through, and the 
smaller ones are held by a deeper vlat 
at the outward end of the bottom of 
the box.

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FRUIT CANNING. 


A Fow IUlints That the Housewife WHI Do 
Well to Komomber. 

In canning fruit remember that it is 
hard and disagreeablo work at bést, and 
unless you cau como within aight of its 
highest porsibilities ‘the game is not 
worth the candle."’ Whethor it ts good, 
bad or indifferent deponds upon your 
own knowledge and skill. Excluding 
tho air to prevent fermentation is only 
the A BO of success. KBrait must look 
as well as taste delicious, and in order 
to do this it must retain its natural 
flavor and appoaranve and be sweetened 
with granulated sugar. Fruit for can- 
ning must bo freshly picked and a lit- 
tlo under rather than over ripe. The 
pits of peaches and the cores of pears 
finprove tho flavor of their respective 
(ruits. If removed, distribute a few 
peach pits in eyory jar and put a little 
muslin bag filled with cares in the oen- 
tor of pear jars. 

Theo skins of groon gage plums should 
be left on and pierced with a fork be- 
fore they are cooked. Theo skins of all 
other common varieties should be re- 
moved. If plums and peaches are im- 
mersed in boiling water to looson the 
skins, only a few should be treated at 
once, and these should first be put in a 
wire basket or siove. After remaining 
two minutes or so dipin cold water and 
gently rab off the skins. A silver knife 
should be used to shred pimeapple and 
to pare pears and quinces. 

Peaches should be put in sirup as soon 
as pared, and pears and quinoes into 
cold water, to prevent discoloration. 
Peaches are firmer and richer if allowed 
to remain overnight in the sirup before 
they are cooked, Five or six pits should 
be distributed through each quart jar. 

The most delicate and natural flavor 
is obtained by cooking the fruit in the 
jars. Tbis method also does away with 
the breakage from handling and adds 
greatly to its appearance. Pears and 
qninces are no exception to this rule, 
but as both are more quickly cooked 
tender in clear water it is more conver- 
ient todo so before they are put in sirup. 

All old jara should be thoroughly 
cleansed with soda and boiling water, 
and the airtightuess of every jar should 
be tested with water before it is 
filled with the fruit, which should be 
placed in the jar as fast as it is pre- 
pared, and the jar filled to tho neck 
with sirup. 

A flat bottomed kettle or an ordinary 
clothes boiler is convenient for cook- 
ing, and a board fitted to the bottom 
loosely and closely filled with inch au- 
ger holes obviates all danger of breakage, 
Put the rubber and cover in position, 
leaving the latter loose. Fill the boiler 
with warm water to the neck of tho 
jars and boil gently until the fruit oan 
be easily pierced with a fork. No defi- 
nite rule for cooking oan be given. Ten 
minutes is usually long enough for ber- 
ries, while the time required for sie 
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placed at the bottom of the barrel, as aly in

Sluicing always is eyplosad_when pos- 
sible, The jroUess [Ss us foilows: ’ 

Planks are procured and formed into 
a box of suitable width and depth, Slats 
are fixed across the bottom of the box 
at suitable intervals, “or shallow holes 
bored in the bottom in such order thar 
no particle could run along the bottom 
in a straight line and escape without 
running over a hole. Several of these 
boxes then are set up with a consider- 
able slope, aud are fitted into one an- 
other at the ends like a stove pipe. A 
stream of water now is dirtcted into the 
upper end of the highest box. The gri- 
vel having been collected as in the case 
of the rocker, it is shovelled into the 
upper box and washed downward by the 
strong current of water, The gold is 
detained by its weight, and is held by 
the slats or in the holes mentioned. If 
it is fine mercury is placed behind the 
slats or in these holes to catch it. In 
this way about three tumes as much 
dirt can be washed as by the rocker, and 
consequently three times as much gold 
is secured iu u yiven time, After the 
boxes are done with they are burned 
ood the ashes are washed for the gold 
held in the wood, 

A great many of the miners spend their 
time in the summer prospecting, and in 
fhe winter resort to a method lately 
adopted and which is called “burning.” 
They make fires on the surface, thus 
thawing the ground until the bedrock 
is reached: then drift and tunnel. The 
pay dirt is brought to the surfuce and 
heaped in a pile until spring, when water 
can be obtained. The sluice boxes then 
are set up and the dirt washed out, thus 
enabling the miner to work adyantige- 
ously and profitably the year round, 
This method has beea found very satis. 
factory in places where the pay streak 
in any great depth from the surface. lu 
this way the complatat is overcome 
which has been eo commonly advanced 
by the winers and others—that in the 
Yukon several months in the year are 
loat in idleness, Winter usually sets in 
very soon after the middle of September 
and continnes until the beginning of 
June, and is decidedly cold. The mer 
cury falla to 60 degrees below zero, but 
in the interior there is go little humidity 
in the atmosphere that the cold is more 
ensily endured than on the const. In 
the absence of thermometers, miners, it 
is anid, leave their mercury out all night, 
When they find it frozen in the morning 
they conclude that it ls too cold to work 
aud stay at home, 

The temperature runs to great ex 
tremes in surmmer as well as in the win- 
ter, It is quite a common thing for the 
thermometer to register 100 degrees in 
the shade.

ounces; sour pears, eight ounces; plums, 
eight ounces; quinces, eight ounces.

above. The highest and lowest tempera- 
tures at Toronto were SL and 40 ; Ottawa, 
85 and 42; Kingston, 78 and 46; Sarnia, 
87 and 40; Windsor, 86 and 48; Quebeo, 
80 and 39; Montreal, 82 and 47. 

The rainfall was nearly average over the 
greater portion of the Dominion, the only 
districts in which thoro was any marked 
departure above were those lying north 
and west of Lake Superior and near the 
Georgian Bay, and the only marked de- 
ficiency ocourred in the upper St. Law- 
rence Valley, where the amount was just 
about half the average. 

In Ontario the weather during August 
was probably most remarkable for the low 
tomperatures which prevailed, the differ- 
ence being genorally from two degrees to 
four degrees below average mean,  ‘l'o- 
wards the end of the month the nights were 
cool and on or about the 23rd light frasts 
occurred in some districts, The percentage 
of puushine being in some cases as much 
as eight per cent. or ten per cent. above 
average, this cool weather appears more re- 
markable. The rainfall, which was plenti- 
ful, was considerably above average in 
northeia districts and generally below 
olsewhere, excepting in the neighborhood 


of Waterloo and extreme southeastern 
counties, where there was much rain.

Hight milos from the eastern entrance to 
the pass stands tho picturesquy little fort of 
Ali Musjid. At this point the detile is on- 
ly 450 foot wide, aud the vlevation of the 
fort is 2,433 feot ab.ve tho sea level, Lt 
stands on the conical hill which overhangs 
the valley, 690 feet above the roadway of the 
pass, through which rans # srmull stream 
For a distance of two and a half miles be- 
yond Ali Musjid the defile retains its 
diflicult character, the width of tho gorge 
varying from 300 to 400 feet, and the hills 
on each side, about 1,509 feet in height, 
being slaty, bare, and to all appearance 
inaccossible. ‘The bed of torrent w likoly 
to be filled with a sudden fell of rain, whou 
the stream that ordifiarily creeps through 
the gravel, sometimes disappearing com- 
pletely, swell to raging violence. 

Beyond this section comes the Lala Beg 
valley, six miles in longth and a mile anda 
half in breadth, and in which there is a 
great tope, or artificial mound, on the north 
of the road. At the western end of the 
valley the road contracts again till there is 
scarcely room for two meeting camels to 
pass, In this section for a milo and a half, 
the travellor passes along u gallery twelve 
feet wide, on one hand @ towering cliff and 
on the other a sheer and yawning precipice, 


The traveller then enters the section 
knowa as the Lundi Khana Pass, in which 
is situated the village of the same name, 
which the British now hold. Inthe Lundi 
Khana the greatest height, 3,373 feet above 
the sea level, and a rise of 2,208 feet since 
leaving Peshawar, is reached. Tn ascend- 
ing this pass the inveders encounter the 
greatest natural obstacles of the Kbyber. 
The ascent is over such a narrow, steep and 
rugged path that guns can be drawn up 
only by men, and by them only after the 
roadway has been carefully propared, Tho 
descent from the summit near the villago 
of Lundi Ghana, to the end of the defile at 
Dakka, nine miles distant, is cver & prac- 
ticable road, and is not difticult although 
the descent is sharp. 


The Kurram valley, on which another 
hostile tribe of hillmen is reported to be 
descending, lies to the south of the Khyber 
Pass, and is regarded as the ‘better route 
of the two between the Puojub and Ca- 
bool, both on account of the easiness of 
roads and the abundance of water, fuel, 
grazing and supplies procurable init.

for libel conta he publication of « 
circular lotter, an ‘of alleged libellous 
matter i> nex spi ers knowa as the Belle- 
ville Chronicle and Ontario. The learned 
judge held that as all the alleged libellous 
mattor was not published in a newspaper, 
security for costa could at best be ordered 
only as to part of the cause of action, and 
that it would not be expedient as a matter 
of discretion to order it at all. Defondant 
contended that the cause of action was dis- 
tinct, and security must be given in respect 
‘of it. J. H. Moss, for plaintiff, contra. 
Appeal dismissed, Costs in the cause.

The Doctor's Testimony. 


Dr. T. T. S. Harrison of Selkirk 
swore that he was called Aug. 1d last 
year to Widow Sternaman’s house in 
Rainbum Centre, where deccased wis. 
Witness exwmnined the sick man ani 
noted the excecdingly durk hue of his 
skin though the cyes were bright and 
the general appearamece of the face would 
not indicate anything much wrong. 
The pulse was small and the tongue 
coated. Irom the patient and prisoner, 
who was present during the entire visit, 
witness learned the history of the case 
as it has been so often given in the 
course of the proceedings. At that time 
Stcrnaman had becn ill nne weeks. He 
had not been able to take aly nourish- 
ment for the first four weeks of thut 
period and they had changed doctors 
then, with the result that he could re- 
tain food and medicine on his stomach, 
and when witness first saw him he was 
taking a fair amount of nourishment, 
Proceeding, Dr. Harrison give a very 
detailed account of his minute examini- 
tion of the patient and stated == the 
diseases that might account for many if 
not all of the symptoms. ‘Then he show- 
ed the reasons he had for striking thise 
one by one off the list till only arsenicul 
poisoning remained. Next day witness 
held a consultation with Dr, Park and 
they agrood that the trouble was urseni- 
cal poisoning. Witness told the prisoner 
that her husband was a very sick man 
and might not get over it. “Why,” ex- 
claimed the prisoner, “you don't thiuk 
that he is gomg to die? Whe doctor in 
Buffalo said he would get better” This 
was the last time witness siw him alive, 
On Wednesday, Aug. 19, witness assist- 

in the postmortem and at that time 
no trace of arsenic was found. Witne,s, 
bowever, was not satisfied with the 
test, as it was hastily made, ‘The body 
wis buried, but some five or six weeks 
after it was exhumed and another ex- 
amination made, which resulted in the 
finding of poison, Witness was satisfiul 
that the body had not deon tampered 
with between the two eximinations. It 
was just us they had left it. Proto 
the indication witness believed the pol 
son had been administered a short tine 
before death. Just how long he could 
not say. 

Suepl iow. Prom the Birt, 


To Mr. German witness said he sus 
pected arsenical poisoning from the firs’ 
and he believed the poison had been pr 
sent in such large quantities that it 
must have been administered felonious 
ly, but,after consultation with Dr. Park, 
they concluded that the pationt was not 
then taking the poison and for that rea- 
son they said nothing about it at thut 
time, This startling admission from Dr. 
Harrison was the sensitional incident of 
the session,

THIS HITS LUETGERT HARD, 


Prof, Delafontaine Identified Several Bits 
of Bone, and swore Posltively 
That They Were Human 

Chicago, Sept. 10,—Shortly before the 
Luctgert trial openec two muscular olli- 
eers brought in the deyyoods box, wiih 
its gruesome ccricuts vf bone, tlesh, 
slime and recking ciuvas, by exumina- 
tion of which the expert wituusses for 
the State were expected to estublish 
both the possibility aud the fact of a 
human body having been disintegented 
in the long wooden vat in the basement, 
of the sausage factory. 

Prof. Delufontaine, whose examination 
was begun yesterduy, Was the first wit- 
ness placed on the stand by the Stite. 
‘The witness identified several wits of 
bone which he had reecived from In- 
spector Schaack, asserting that the pur- 
ticles were taken from the slime which 
Was designated us being the residue 
taken from the sluice leading from the 
vat. After a few minutes of (nestion- 
ing, the witness positively identiticd the 
tits of bone us human, assertme that 
they_were portions of joints from tin- 
gers ind toes, This is one of the most 
important filcts which the State expect- 
ed to establish, . 

There wus considerable Pogress in the 
Luetgert trial to-day, particulurly duce 
ing the afternoon session, The day wie 
devoted to hearing expert testimony. It 
Was shown thut matter collected in Uw 
crevice of the pocket knife given by 
Lpetgert to his former sweetheart, Mrs, 
Ieldt, on the evening of his urrest, con- 
sisted of blood and particles of muscular 
tissue. One fact the State continuously 
attempted to extublish, namely, that the 
particles, bones and flesh and organic 
matter taken from the vat and connect 
ing sluice, hud at one time been portions 
of o human body, but though their cx- 
berts readily assented to the proposition 
that the stuff resembled the flesh sul 
bene of the human animal, they refused

Bayarian Cream.—A pint | sweet 
milk, a half pint of hot water, a pint 
of whipped cream, 2}¢ cupfuls of P| 
a teaspoonful extract of vanilla, a cup- 
ful of canned or fresh pineapple, a oup- 
ful of chopped English walnuts, a half 
boxful of gelatin. Dissolye the gelatin 
in os little water as will cover it. Let 
it soak an hour, pour on the hot water, 
and when perfectly dissolyed add the 
milk and sugar and boil ten minutes 
briskly. Remove from the stove and 
add the vanilla and cream. Set in a 
cool place, and as soon as it begins to 
form stir in the fruit and nuts. One 
may leave out the walnuts, and on tak- 
ing from the mold decorate with 
blanched almonds, standing them up- 
right in the cream. Keep in a cool 
place until served. 

White and Yellow.—Whites of 4 
eggs, 4. tablespconfuls of fine, white 
confectioners’ sugar, 8 tablespoonfuls 
of ourrant jelly. Whip the whites 
of the eggs toa froth, then add the 
sugar and jelly, beat well together, put 
in small dishes ready to serve and 
pour around a custard made from the. 
yolks of the eggs a cupful of milk 
and 2 tablespoonfuls of sugar. Adda 
little lemon juice to the oustard. 

Spanish Cream.—Let ao pint of 
milk, part cream, come to a boil and 
stir in the yolks of 8 eggs beaten to 
a cream with three-fourths of a cupful 
of sugar. Let this come to a boil, then 
add half a box of gelatin which has 
soaked in a little milk for 16 minutes 
Let this all boil up thick, remove from 
the stove and stirin the whites of the 
eggs beaten stiff. Flavor with vanilla, 
pour into a wet mold and set on the ice, 
This is often used in place of ice cream.

thut all do not have by any mouns. In 
our county there is a farmor who isa 
natural horseman who always has « few 
extra good ones to oxbibit, and while 
they aro in tho ‘‘pink of perfection’’ he 
knows just how to manage to make 
thom outshow all other, Thero ts no 
doubt but one can ‘‘talk'’ to horses 
through the Mnes, Thin the famous 
Gloason and all oxperienced horsemen 
admit, and this man can so enthuse 
hin horses with his own spirit that they 
put on their very best manners and show 
up beautifully, Quite a number of times 








I have seen horses beaten in their class, 
avd the owner would engage this farmer 
to drive tho beaten avimal in the aweep- 
stakes ring and oftentimes the beaten 
horso would beat here. In an expert's 
hands the horse looks full of life, comes 
down the stretch with head up, eyes 
flashing and looks as if he wero delight- 
ed with his work and means busiposs 
aud is sure to attract attention and ad- 
miration. But, on the other hand, if he 
comes atumbling along looking careless- 
ly about and puts no vim into his work, 
he is almost sure to be beaten. 

Many a one goes into a show with an 
animal in poor condition, oftentimes 
blemished and with very little train- 
in hoping the judge will not see the 
blemishes and exouse the other points. 
This is vory foolish. That curb may be 
the result of an acoident, the little 
white speck in the oye due toa blow, 
and neither the result of an inherent 
woaknoss, but it takes too long to ex- 
plain all this, and in the meantime the 
judge has tied the ribbon on another 
horse and called next. In the show ring 
is a poor place to make excuses for not 
having horses in good condition and 
not educated as show stock. Many a 
good horse is beaten by one not worth 
half the money, simply because he was 
thin in flesh. at and ‘‘big fat’’ at that 
covers a multitude of sins in the show 
ring, and itis perfeotly useless to go 
in without it. This may be all wrong, 
but it is the case, and we must govern 
ourselves accordingly. It is not entirely 
wrong either. A horse that will not 
take on flesh and get slick is not a well 
animal. If he has a poor digestion, ho 
is not fit for track or road work, because 
he cannot stand it, and if hois to be 
used as a sire he is almost sure to trans- 
mit the weakness; hence we see that a 
fat, slick horse is a well one at least. 
No blemished horse should be allowed 
to compete for a premium of any kind.

The third time, us 
the bear—his nume is “Billy,” and he is 
the only brown bear in the park—rearcd 
on his baunches and reached out for 
his keeper, De Vry turned swiftly and 
planted blow after blow on the nose of 
the animal, One of the strokes caused 
the animal to tumble over ou its buck, 
und before it could return to the attiek 
De Vry had torn open the gate in the 
jron fence and dragged himself to sufely 
outside, His left arm was blecding 
from a dozen gashes, und the calf 
his leg was chewed to pulp. 

“Billy” and De Vry were very frien lly 
wntil just before the keeper gave up iia 
star and left the employ of the board 
two years ago. The bear was intelli- 
gent, and De Vry taught him many 
tricks that still win peanuts and pop- 
corn balls from visiting youngsters. The 
lessons stopped suddenly one day, when 
“Billy” sunk his teeth deep in the right 
shoulder of his instructor and put him 
on the hospital detail for more than a 
month. Since then the man and the 
bear have ignored each other. 

Yesterday De Vry was initiating A. 
H. Hanington, a park commissioner of 
St. John, N.B., into the mysteries of 
animal tending while he waited for Dr. 
Woodworth, the park commissioner, to 
help him chloroform ome of the old moun- 
tain lions. In front of the bear pit they 
stopped, and De Vry went inside the 
outer railing to examine the fastening 
on the inner door. “Billy” slouched 
down to the fence, and, pushing his fore 
paws through between the iron pickets, 
embraced the keeper’s right leg. De 
Vry beat him off with some ditiicully, 
and, palling down a whip, went into 
the pit to teach “Billy” better manners. 

“Billy” was in aggressive mood, and 
De Vry had hardly fastened the dour 
behind him, when the awkward brown 
body charged swiftly down on him. 
Thinking the animal was trying to rush 
past him to hide in his cave the keeper 
stepped directly in his puth and 
brought the lash of the whip down 
smurdy over his head. “Billy” ducked 
like a professional pugilist to protect 
his tender nose, and before the lish 
could fall a second time De Vry’s left 
leg was in the grip of his claws, and 
the keeper went tambling to the floor, 

For a moment the suddenness of the 
attack dazed De Yry, but the pain in bis 
leg as the sharp teeth of the animal tore 
through his flesh brought him to his 
senses. He had battled with tigers and 
leopards and ions before,but never with- 
out weapon of any sort except his fists 
and nails, and the bear had him at a dis- 
vantage. The spirit of the man rose 
to the dancer. e supported himself on 
one hand while with the other he jab- 
bed and pounded at the head that was 
gLuwing iis as u dog gnaws a bone. 

Snarling with rage, the bear clung to 
the leg, while the man rained blows 
upon its head, and, faHing to beat him 
off, closed with the bear and tore at his 
eyes, his thront,the paws that griped the 
lg.

This 
has been a remarkable year for advances 
in foodstuffs notably so in butter, cheese 
and wheat. As regards butter, it had be- 
come 4 staple of late years in which there 
was very little money to be made beyond 
current commissions ; but this season has 
demonstrated that, if traders stick to their 
calling long enough, they are bound to 
strike oil ; and they have struck ic so far 
this year.— Trade Bullotin.

Business at Jackson, Mias,, Completely 
Bemoralized—People Ficctng for 
Their Lives, 








Jackson, Miss,, Sept. 15.—The city is 
completely demoralized and business is 
at a standstill. The people continued 
to pour out of the city during all of 
last night and to-day, and by midnight 
fully two-thirds of the population will 
have gone. ‘Their fears as to the sus- 
picious cases at Edwards, 25 miles dis- 
taut, are increasing. 

At 12.380 p.m. Mayor Wharton posted 
a notice thut he is advised by the State 
Bourd of Health that if would be well 
to get all the people out of town,. pro- 
vided they desired to leave at all.

OUT OF COURT. 


A Big Case Is Seiiled and Dismissed--Ritchic 
vs. Burke et al, 


(Akron, Ohio, Journal.) 
Tho heaviest damage caso over com 
monced in this county was dismissed Fri- 
day. 

It was ontitlod Samuel J. 
Stevenson Burke, the executor of the os- 
tute of Henry B. Payne and Charles Baird 
and J. B, Wright, oxcoutors of the estate 
of Thomas Co, nell. 

Tho action ponding was for damages on 
account of alleged conspiracy on the part 
of Burke, Payne and Cornell, by which the 
Vvaluo of the plaintifi’s stock in the Anvglo- 
Awnorican Mining Company, the Canadian 
Copper Company and the Central Ontario 
Railroad Company was to be reduced. Mr. 
Ritchio asked for $600,0C0 damages. His 
the value of her

wife also claimed that 

stocks were depreciated in consequence of 

tho same alleged conspiracy, although “she 
h d never commenced any action. 

Tho suit stocd in the way of 
eoutors of tho Coraell estate settling the 
sanie and distributing it among the heirs. 
The latter wore anxious to have it out of 
tho way, and heirs representing seven- 
eights interest in the Cornell estate enter- 
ed into a contract with Mr. Ritchie and 
his wife by which it was agreed that Mr. 
Ritchie should dismiss the suit at his owa 
costs and Mrs. Ritchie should release her 
right to bring another action, and thus re- 
move all obstacles in the way of the heirs 
securing possession of their share of the 
estate. 

In return for this they contracted to as- 
sign to Mrs, Ritchie their seven-eights 
interest in the judgment and decree which 
was rendered against Mr. Ritchie and in 
favor of Mr. Coraell in the famous Mc- 
Mullen suit in the United States circuit 
our. This judgment in October, 1894, 
amounted to $205,009, and with the ac- 
crucd interest, is now at least $250,000. 

They also agree to release to Mrs. 
Ritchie the celebrated securities which she 
has pledged to Cornell for her husband's 
dobt, on which judgment was rendered, 
tho securities now being in the hands of a 
master commissioner appointcl by the 
United States court. 

The securities pledged consist of stocks 
in the Canadian Copper Company and the 
Anglo-American Iron Company and first 
mortgage bonds of the Oentral Ontario 
Railroad, the face value of which is be- 
tween $700,000 and $800,000. Of this she 
gets seven-eight:. 

The Ritchie damage case was a joint 
action, and in order to release the Coruoll 
hvirs it was necessary to dismiss it against 
all other parties. As against Judge Burke 
and the Payne estate it is dismissed with- 
out prejudice,

The officer detailed for 
this work is ‘* Bailiff” English--nobely 
seems to know his other name. He isa 
rather tall, spare man, slightly stooped, 
with prominent cheek bones and eyo- 
brows and the eyes of a hawk, Nobody 
aucws when he is coming, and he goes 
as quietly as he comes. He makes no 
friends, wii! not accept the slightest fayor 
—not even a cigar—from any une, and will 
not allow anyone to say a word toa prison- 
er. He has the reputation of being very 
handy with a gun, bat nobody knows how 
he got it, for he has never had occasion to 
use one during the twenty-five years he 
has boen conveying prisoners.

The Masical Tone,

The 
pianist, excepting in places where forci- 
ble attack is required, should let down 
the hands easily, to avoid harsh perous- 
sion, and when a flowing series of 
sounds in chords is to be played each 
chord should be gently joined to the 
next, so that no new attack is perceived, 
imitating in this respect the voice, as 
much as the imperfections of the instra- 
ment may permit.

New York, Sept. 20,—Ivelyn B. Bald- 
win, the meteorologist of the Peury ex- 
pedition, 1593-04, was interviewed  to- 
duy by the Associated Press regardiag 
the latest pigeon despatch from Andree, 
Mr. Baldwin said: “Dhis message idi- 
cates that Andree has safely crossed 
the 150 miles or so of open water which 
extends from the north coast of Spitsz- 
bergen to the beginning of the pack ice, 
When Andree wrote it he was sailing 
over the great frozen sea which reaches 
continuously to and beyond the North 
Pole. It is evident that the loss of the 
three guide ropes, which occurred on 
the day Andree started, had not  pre- 
vented him from guiding the bulloon. 
Some expert aeronauts feared that this 
accident might bring speedy disaster, 
It is also evident that the unbelieving 
feronauts who declared that the gis 
in the balloon would never stand the 
temperature of the puck ice were wrong. 
If the extreme cold caused any percep: 
tible change in the gases such action 
would have taken place before Andree 
wrote this last message. And if the 
cold had done the work se much feared 
Andree would not have said; ‘All well.’

KITE ULYING UXTRA ORDINA RY, 


One ef a String of Seyen Attained an Alti- 
tule Of 10,016 Peet. 


Blue Hill Observatory, Mass, Sept. 
20,—All kite records were broken here 
Sunday «afternoon, when the topmost 
kite of a stvmg of seven, all of the Har- 
eritye type, four miles of wire, abtlained 
an altitude of 10,016 feet above tho sea 
level, or 9386 feet above the sumimk—of 
the hill, An aluminum box—was sent 
up, contiining an_instriiment for - re- 
cording pressure? temperature and. hu- 
widity? and was swung 150 feet below 
the AGpmost kite.

Milking a Resolar Hours. 

In dairying, in order to make the moet 
out of the cows, it is very essential that 
the milking should be done at regular 
hours, as evenly divided as can be done 
conveniently, The milking should be 
done gently, quickly, qnietly and thor- 
oughly, drawing all of the milk in the 
udder ont. In 100 parts of average milk 
there is 87 parts of water, four of fatty 
matter or butter, five of milk sugar and 
8.5 curd or cheesy matter and .7 of 
mineral matter. It is the butter fats 
that give it an oily richness, sugar its 
sweetness, curd its thickness and water 
ita refreshing properties as 1 drink and 
salt its flavor, Proper aerating after 
milking and straining, before setting 
away to cool, will help materially to 
reinove any foul odors that may have 
been taken up.—Rural Workl. 


Keep Your Wheel in Order.

TREX BRAEMIPTION 

The Mayor and Ald, Doyle, who were 1 
deputation to the Municipal Convention at 
Toronto, reported as follows 
To the Members of the City Council, 

Gentlemen,—The deputation appointed to 
represent the Corporation of Belleville at 
the recent Municipal Convention at To 
ronto, were present throughout each session 
and tuok an active part in the discussions 
which extended over two days. A verba- 
thn report of the proceedings was taken 
down and will be distributed throughout 
the various municipalities of the province, 

Tho principal object of the convention 
was the consideration of Tax [Lxemptions, 
The opinion prevaltled that there were too 
many exemptions. The delegates were 
practically unanimous on that point, but 
when the convention took up the specific 
items that are exempt, it was apparent that 
there wos a wide divergence of views. A 
considerable number at the first sesston 
advocated the abolition of every exemption, 
but discussion caused a modification of so 
extreme a measure, Your deputation 
pointed out that one effect of so radical a 
change would be to enable the City of ‘To- 
ronto, to tax the property of the Ontario 
Government In thatcity to the extent of 
over two millions of dollars, and thereby 
secure from the rest of the Proyince about 
$40,000 a year. The absurdity of paying To- 
ronto for the privileges, profits and ad- 
vantages already derived from having the 
Government bulidings was quickly appreci- 
ated, The question of church exemptions 
received more attention than any other. It 
was fully and ably discussed from every 
point of view, but it was deemed prudent 
to delay a vote upon it until further op- 
portunity was piven to ascertain as definite- 
ly as possible the opinions of the people. 
This decision showed that the major- 
ity of the delegates were desirous of 
acting carefully and without haste. 

The convention was considered a success, 
and asa result it resolved itself into a per- 
manent organization to meet annually in 
the city of Toronto, for the discussion of any 
or all matters affecting municipal govern- 
ment in Ontario, Weare of the opinion 
that much benefit will result to the Province 
feom the meeting of the Association and 
the interchange of views that will be pub- 
licly and privately expressed by men of ex- 
perience from all parts of the Province. 
Questions upon which the Association may 
prononnce will be brought to the attention 
of the Government, and will receive the 
consideration which no municipality speak- 
ing singly and alone could hope to secure 

The convention was thoroughly represen- 
tative of the urban municipalities of On- 
tario, and your deputation found it both 
pleasant and prolitable to meet so many 
able and experienced municipal legislators, 
A permanent Executive Committee of five 
members was appointed, of whom the Mayor 
of Belleville is one.

OBITUARY. 


EDWARD GEORGE PONTON. 

Edward George Ponton, second son of 
the late Lieutenant Colonel Archibald 
Ponton, passed away yesterday evening at 
his mother’s residence on Charlotte street 
after along illness. He literaily came 
home to die, about six weeks ago, desiring 
to spend his last days at the old home- 
stead, He was born in Belleville about 
forty years ago, and was educated at the 
High School, at Albert College and at the 
University of Toronto, from which he 
graduated in Arts, obt.inivg the Medal 
and several prizes for Mojern Languages, 
French, German, Italian and Spanish, in 
all of which he was proficient.

By his con- 
slant attention to the wants of tho men, 
aud by his kind instruction to the non- 
commissioned officers of the battalion, he 
endeared himself to all, aud, while main- 
taining the strictest discipline, he continu- 
ally devised meavs to keep up the spirits of 
the meninthe long march, in the three 
nights’ bivouac before Batoche and in the 
trip on the Saskatchewan, securing com- 
forts and composing songs, one of which 
especially, ‘* Charging on the Rifle Pits,” 
often lustily sung by the whole brigede,

throughout the campaign, were the pots of 
the regiment.

CUBAN WAR MUST°END. 





Unele Sam Canmuot Allow the Conflict to 
Continue Louser and Will Warn 
Spain fo That Effect. 


Chicago, Sept. 21.—ihe Inter-Ocean of to- 
day has the following special from its 
Washington correspondent: 

The Cuban policy of the McKinley Admin- 
lstration when fully known, as it promises 
to be soon, will be entirely satisfactory to 
the American people, 

General Woodford has instructions to 
make it very clear to the Spanish Foreign 
Minister that the United States will not 
allow this Cuban war to continue aa it has 
for the last two yeurs, 

President McKinley has always been a 
patient walter, and he hos becn patient 
with this Ouban question, because he 
wauted to find the way to end the war and 
restore peace to the Islund In the moat ef- 
fectual and lasting manner, 

General Woodford went to Madrid better 
equipped for his mission, with o more ac- 
curute and positive knowledge of the situa- 
tion in Cuba, than any former Minister who 
ever took up such a delicate case for settle- 
ment. He has a better knowledge of the 
situation in Cuba than have the Spanish 
nuthorities. 

General Woodford ie a diplomat and he 
will not precipitate matters and provoke 
hostility by presenting an ultimatum until 
he has given the Duke of Tetuan fair warn- 
ing und allowed him to prepare for the 
decision that must be given. 

The Preaident la something of a diplo 
mat himself, and It has been his polley to 
slow every consideration possible to Spain, 
but at the same time be firm in bis de- 
mand that the Cuban war must coe to an 
end. 

It Is part of Minister Woodford's mission 
to sliow that Spain bas lost control of Cuba, 
and that even with the most barbarous 
warfare she haa been unable to prevent 
the spread of the power of the Insurgents, 

It will also be his mission to show the 
Spanish Ministers that the close proximity 
of Cuba to the United States makes It 
lupossible for this Government to be in 
different.

Generals Blood and Elles Haye Combined

Three or four feet from the main 
drain dig a hole deep enough so that 
two burrels may be placed one on top of 
the other, the top of the lower one com- 
ing about lovel with the bottom of tho 
main tile. This position for the lower 
barrel will bring the upper one usually 
a few inches above the top of the 
ground, Connect the main tile to lowor 
barrel with a few lateral tiles of small 
size laid on a slight inoline and passing 
through the side of the barrel. Through 
those side tiles the water will ron from 
the main drain and keep the lower bar- 
rel nearly full of water at all times 
when there is the least flow in main 
drain. Remove the bottom of top barrel 
before patting in position. 

Bettor not use salt barrels for the top 
one, as stook will destroy it more 
or less. Kerosene barrels well burned 
out are excellent. A pump may be used 
in this well or the water easily dipped 
with a pail by hand or with a short 
pole. This arrangement prevents any 
refuse matter getting in the main drain, 
aud if the well is covered none can get 
in it.

Model School Standard. 


Ata meoting of the County Board of 
Examiners held in connection with the 
opening of the Model School, it was resolv- 
»1 that hereafter applicants for renewals 
of third-class certiffeates should, at the 
final examination of the Model School, 
be required to make on each subject of 
examination (including practical teaching) 
50 per cent. of the marks and 60 per 
cent. ef the aggregate numbers of marks. 
Vue oundarnd required from Model stu- 
dents is 40 per cent. and 60 per cent. 

After some years’ experience, candidates 
for renewals should, at the M. S. examina- 
tion, take a higher position than the inox- 
perienced M. S. student. In the past, 
the majority haye not done so, not a few 
having got barely marks enough to pass, 
Tn some cases, failure hus been the result 
of the atlemnt to pass the examination, 
This is, surely, noc creditable. Lack of 
professional growth, not to speak of pro- 
fessional retrogression, is not one of the 
characteristics of eflicient teachers. 

Tho Board have recommended candi- 
dates for renewals, whenever such a course 
is practicable, to attend the Model School 
ygain. This is all the more advisable as 
the Department of Education has issued « 
new curriculum for the Model School, 
which will make the examination more 
difficult. The text book on School Man- 
sgement has also been changed.

Reclaiming Jersey Marshes, 

A law has been passed authorizing 
the New Jersey state geologist to en- 
gage competent persons to assist him 
in formulating a plan toreclaim the 
marshes: The woll known engineer OC. 
©. Vermeule has been studying the 
situation. His plan, according to the 
report of the state geologist recently is- 
sued, will involve the state to the 
amount of about $1,500,000. To quote 
from the report, the method approved 
is ombanking and draining the water 
off by means of tide sluices or by pump- 
ing. 

The ordinary tide sluice consists 
simply of a wooden gate hinged at its 
upper edgo and hung so that it will open 
when the water inside in the meadow 
ditches is slightly higher than the water 
without, thus allowing the water to 
flow out freely, but immediately closing 
when the current sets in sass 
direction.

Bend the wire around the 
outside one at A, and then continue 
through between the center spike and 
B, then around B and toward the center 
spike again.

is to expose the grass roots to a scorch- 
ing that greatly weakens if it does not 
destroy them. These roots are also left 
without proper covering for the cold of 
winter, and so the grass suffers a double 

shock. 
In general it may be said that unless 


the grass has time and strength enough. 


to make a third crop to insure winter 
protection to the roots the second crop 
should not be removed from the land. 

As to heayy pasturing of the second 
crop of a mowing field, there can hard- 
ly be a chance for discussion. Much 
trampling of cattle over the loose sod of 
a field is ruinous to the grass, The roots 
are trampled into the earth in a way to 
greatly hinder their future work of pro- 
ducing growth, especially if the ground 
is at all moist. The advice of the au- 
thority quoted is to keep the stock out 
of the mowing fields or pasture lightly 
and raise fodder crops to supplement the 
failing pastures. 


Latest In Gastronomy. 


The tendency which of late has been | 


quite noticenble to substitute the plain- 
est treatment of viands in cooking for 
the complicated methods in yogue for 
the past two or more centuries is one 
that promises to grow. This admirable 
impulse, says the New York Sun, is 
due te the Anglomania of a «mall grou 
of Fronohmen whose gastronomic opin- 
ions are considered authoritative. The 
members of this band claim that to 
serve roast beef with any other gravy 
than the juioe which follows the cut of 
the knife is positive deseoration; that 
vegetables of certain sorts should never 
be seasoned with anything but ao little 
salt and melted butter, game with bread 
fauce, roast lamb with mint sauce, 
boiled mutton with caper sauce and 
roust shoulder of mutton witb onion 
sauce. These are the simplest forma 
Nhat sauces to accompany meats can as- 
sume, and there is none better or easier 
of concoction. 

To this list, says the authority quet- 
ed, we are ablo to contribute from the 
point of view of simplicity of treatment 
a dish or preparation that is essentially 
American, aud one of very great merit. 
Open a round clam so that the meat is 
divided in the middle, carefully sepa- 
rato each part from the shell, with as 
little loss of the liquor as possible, 
transfer the whole to one of the shells, 
with the addition of a little butter and 
a pinch of salt and pepper, and then al- 
low the clam to cook in a hot oven for a 
fow minutes, Then transfer the shell 
with its contents directly to the table, 
and it will be found that the toughest 
clam #0 treated will become tender, 
with most appetizing result, This meth- 
od of treating a clam reduces cookery ta 
the simplest form with a maximum of 
anocess, The bivalve when properly 
cooked in this way appears in the half 
shell with a sauce composed only of its 
own juice and a little melted butter.

lattor pars of August at about L p.m. 
Whon we reached the Sengeant’s residence 
he showed us through tho hospital that is 
at the ‘Tete du Pont Barracks, and which 
gave groat credit to his management, 
When wo started on our journsy we 
found the water of the Rideau too rough 
to attempt to land at the Fort, as was 
sugy sted, So wo ageeed to walk. ‘Lae 
journey did noc seem long, on account of 
tho presence of the Sergeant. When we 
came to tho gate of the road that led to the 
College, we enter. Lon the west side A 
number of buildings aro on this side. ‘There 
are crections for gua:ls at every little 
distance along this road. 

The College is a very large building. In 
ono of the rooms are the names of ull the 
Cadets who haye entered Her Majesty's 
army. Tho milit xy arms aro all hung on 
the sides of the hall in « vory neat manner, 
As you ascend the second flight of steps 
thore are at the first landing three beauti- 
ful white images and a number of old woa- 
pons that belonged to the Africans. After 
viewing the grounds of the College we pro- 
cecded to Fort Henry. ‘The fori, which 1s 
situate i ona ve: 7 high hill, took fifteon 
years to build and cost fifteen millions of 
dollars. As wo come near the fort we pass 
over a bridge, which is erected over a deep 
trench or covered way that leads from 
Fort Henry toa Martello tower on the 
river. At night this bridge used to be 
swung opon to prevent the enemy gaining 
entrance to the fort. The guard, Mr, 
Karson, admits us, As we enter we notice 
several cannons, which were taken from 
the French, st .nding as posts of the gate. 


The guard, who is very entertaining, 
took us down to where the different cannons 
are. They are mounted en barbette, so 
that Mioy can be fired over the wall, The 
reco:u cannon was made at Carran in 1503 
and is fired off every dayin the year ab 12 
o'clock noon and 9 o'clock at night, A 
large number of cannon balls are arranged 
in neat-piles on the ground. We notice 
where the workman Are tearing down the 
inner wall of the fort. This is where the 
celebrated cell is, in which Von Schultz 
and his companions were imprisoned for 
their share in the rebellion of 1837. The 
guard gets a lante:a and unlocks the iron 
door that opens the underground passage. 
This passage 4s about three feet wide and 
ten feet high, with about fo. .y feet of earth 
above it. At every little distance there are 
iron gates, which were used in case the 
enemy should follow. There are a number 
of steps, which are made of stones. We 
pass through small rooms with cannons in 
each room and, often going a Jong distance, 
come to a large room which was the end of 
the passage. When we returned out of 
the passage we went intoa room where a 
number of curiosities, such as grape-shot, 
parts of old guns, tongs that were used to 
nold the balls in the fuiaace and many 
other things which are worth seeing are 
placed. ‘Then we went up stairs and vie w- 
ed the rooms where the soldiers used to 
sleep and we could see how little space 
each had, ‘There were a number of 
these rooms, but it would take to much

Not growing weary, but finding night 
over‘aking us, we started to return, when 
the guard took us into the building where 
they got ay gotthe locis ready for the 
cannon and he showed us the tools, which 
were mz le of copper, even to the scissors 
and the nails in the shoes. Thanking the 
guard for his kindness, we returned to the 
Sergeants’ residence, where we took tea 
with them,

til her were lost amid the roar of the 
mM pis. 

The ein strains of the bands and 
the loud booming of the aerial guns at 
the opening had the effect of working 
the thousands of spectators to a high 
siate of enthusiasm and they gave round 
after round of applause to every per- 
formance provided for their enteriain- 
nient. The bridge is free amd the peo- 
ple surged back and forward across it 
in dense crowds, but the main bodies are

At 8.30 o'clock ithe feature of — th 
day's doings took place at the Falls, 
where both the Horseshoe Falls and 
Amertean Falls and river and rapids 
were illuminated with magnesium lights 
amd yarieguted colored electric lights 
under the directions of Prof. Paine, and 
nesented a grand spectacular sight, per- 
aps never before seen. 

Vhe little steamer Maid of the Mist 
steamed up the river, gaily decorated 
and brilliantly illuminated, and dropped 
hundreds of lighted Hoats in the river, 
all presenting an extremely grand sight, 
which was witnessed by thousnids from 
both parks.

To-morrow there will be a grand ath- 
letic tournament on both sides of the 
bridge, and during the evening the fin- 
est display of fireworks that has been 
seen since the World's Tair will take 
place on the bridge and lower river; al- 
so band concerts, It will be repeated on 
Saturday. Whirlpool-street, on the 
American side of the river, leading to 
the bridge, is a veritable Midway Plais- 
ance, with its hundreds of sideshows and 
merry-go-rounds.

New Orleans, La., Sept. 24.—Effcient 
work by the fire department in the face 
of the attacks of the mob enabled the 
department this morning to save ibe 
miin portion of the Beauregard School 
building. The alarm was sounded ut

prepared all ready for planting, and then 
marked out and a stake set where each 
tree is to grow. ‘hus, when the trees 
come no time need be lost in getting 
them set out 

Trees should not be taken up for set- 
ting out until there has been suficicnt 
frost to kill the leaves and cause then 
to drop off, but it is a good plan to be 
all ready, so that the planting can be 
done as soon as possible after this tine. 

In selecting the varieties the object 
should determine the varieties, In a 
strictly commercial apple orchard, three 
or not over five varieties should 
planted, and nearly or quite all of these 
should be standard winter varieties. In 
a home or family orchard, a much larger 
number of yarleties are necessary. But 
even in this over half of the trees should 
be good standard winter varieties, Get 
2-yenrold trees, and never accept a 
tree that the leaves are hanging on, Get 
straight, smooth trees aa free from forks 
and crooks as possible, and the more 
sound roots on each tree the better, An 
orchard once well established and pro- 
perly cared for will last a life time, and 
it is worth while to take considerable 
puns In making It. 


A Curiosity of Literature. 


An interesting phase of French liter- 
ary enterprise is related by The Gaulois, 
as follows: Some months ago a Paria 
newspaper ordered a story of adventure 
from « well-known novelist. The price 
agreed upon was one franc per line. The 
novelist straightway hunted up an old 
un of letters—the unknown collabora- 
tor of many more famous authors—who 
agreed to write the story for 25 centimes 
a line. Whea the work had reached 
its second part in the course of publica- 
tion the novelist learned that his okl 
client was seriously ill. Hastening to 
his bedside he found him’ dying. In 
agony for the fate of his story, the no- 
velist rushed to the office of the news- 
paper, got hold of some back numbers 
in omer to pick up the threads of the 
romance, and brought it to a speedy end 
in a few brief chapters. Then he went 
to the office with the manuscript. 

“What's that?’ asked the editor. 

“Why, the continuation and end of 
my story.” 

“Oh, then you want to change it, I 
suppose; because, you know, you sent in 
the last chapters three days ago.” 

Admirable self-possession on the part 
of the novelist prevented disaster, and 
he finally evolyed this explanation: The 
old man, whose price was 25 centimes 
a line, had himself sublet his task to 
a thin! writer at 10 centimes, and thus 
the work had been finished in safety! 


Visiting Cards and Note Paper, 


The fashions in visiting cards and the 
proper style for note paper and en- 
velopes have not among the best peo- 
ple in England changed much during 
the reign of Victoria. So when the gay 
neophyte, in visiting, reads that cards 
and note paper change every day a 
month she may calmly fill her card 
case with plain, oblong or square paste- 
boards, neatly engraved with her name 
and address, and ayoid everything ec 
eentric and strange. Also with note 
paper; the plain, thick cream-laid, un- 
adorned, folded square in a square en- 
velope, is the best style. 

For the country it should have the 
postoflice address on one corner and the 
name of the country house on another; 
or it should have all concentrated in 
the middle of the paper about one inch 
from the top. Some very correct letter 
writers have a margin on the left side 
of the paper, and also write the love 
and truce on the foot of the page; but 
these are niceties which may be left 
to the discretion of the reader,

CAVALRY HORSES. 


America Will Be Called on to Supply 
Europe With Them, 

I haye more than once advocated the 
raising of a strong, able type of the 
thoroughbred for the European cavalry 
juarkot, Furthermore, I believe that the 
tough stock of New York and Vermont, 
from which has descended such a long 
line of noble trotting blood, is the best 
foundation for such breeding, and that 
that region, nearer the seacoast and 
inore humid than the west or middle 
west, is most suitable for the raising of 
horses intended for hard service in Eng- 
land, France or Germany. For Eng- 
land’s African and Indian service I 
would take the tough little native half 
Spanish stock of Southern California 
and the valley of the Rio Grande, bred 
to Arab sires of good weight. But it is 
not the niceties of breeding of which I 
Wish especially to speak, leaving that 
to more experienced heads, but rather 
of the actual demand for foreign cavalry 
horses and the poverty of the American 
market, which ought to be able to sup- 
ply the world. 

The tight little isles of Britain, I be- 
lieve, export annually some 12,000 fine 
mounts, the pick of her county fairs 
throughout England and Ireland. Agents 
have repeatedly been sent to ‘‘the 
States’? and Canada and have returned 
practically empty handed. Secretary 
Rusk paid much attention to the sub- 
ject and was the first head of the de- 
partment of agriculture, if I am not 
mistaken, to appoint an expert to look 
up the subject of horses and horse breed- 
ing, haying in view perhaps the estab- 
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lishment of a national stud such as , 


that maintained by France and Russia. 
After looking into the matter with con- 
siderable care, however, he was com- 
pelled to admit that we had nothing to 
offer to the British cavalry purchasing 
agents, Secretary Wilson is now mak- 
ing a similar investigation, and it is to 
be hoped that it will be followed up by 
scme practical move akin to the action 
he has taken in our foreign butter mar- 
ket, the main object being to find out 
just what our foreign customers want 
and thon endeavor to provide the artiole. 

The Belgian ministry of war has re- 
cently made inquiry of our agricultural 
department about Amerioan horses, and 
the French war office has gone to the 
length of sending Mr. Louis Noel to 
Kansas City, Chicago and other Ameri- 
can horse markets to make a personal 
investigation, and if he is satisfied with 
the offerings to buy 100 horses and 
mules for shipment to France. In con- 
nection with the mission of Mr, Noel 
Dr. de Malliol, who made some time 
sinoe # preliminary report to the Frenoh 
government, which led to its taking 
the present action, says, us reported in 
a Kansas Oity paper: 

In a very fow years America will not 
havo enough horses to supply Europe. 
France alone has 180 regiments of oay- 
alry, and ouch regiment has abont 
1,000 head of horses. France has tho 
finest cavalry in the world. She never 
pays less than $200 apiece for tho 
horses of her private soldiers, and her 
oflicers’ horses cost her from $500 to 
#708 apiece, No other country can 
compete with America in fine bred 
horses, and Kansas Oity is, as far as I 
kuow, the bost horse market you have 
iu your country, —Cor. Country Gentle- 
man,

Buffalo, N. Y¥., Sept. 27—The Rey. 

William Burnett Wright paid a 
glowing tribute to Queen Victoria and 
her successful reign of 60 years over 
Great Britain at the Lafayette Presby- 
terian Church last night. The subject 
of the divine’s sermon was: ‘Impres- 
sions in London, 1897.” 

After dealing at length with the 
events leading to the accession to the 
throne of the young Princess, Dr. 
Wright said: 

“What could come of putting at such 
a crisis a child upon the throne? No 
man knew, but most men thought they 


knew and were ufraid) What has come 
of it all men know now. This child 
is the only sovereign in Hurope whose 
throne bas uot been shaken, and I be- 
lieve hers is the only important one 
that has not been emptied by yiolence 
diur.ng the last sixty years. 

“Hers is the only court where the law 
of purity is the law of favor and the 
requirement of fashion, Hers is the 
one palace into which every house iu 


| Christendom may safely look to find a 


model family, She alone, among the 
mouarchs of the earth, bas made the 
title, ‘Defender of the Vaith,’ a fact 
cynical fiction.

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A Word About Bogenias. 


The care of begonias is comparative- 
ly simple, they being well adapted to 
ordinary window culture. The varieties 
are yery numerous, and, according to 
Viok’s Magazine, aside from the tuber- 
ous kinds, they are included in two di- 
visions, one of which embraces those 
specially prized for their blooming qual- 
ities and the other those having re- 
markably handsome foliage. A few of 
the best of the flowering varieties are 
B. semperflorens and its several varia- 
tions, B. argentea guttata, B. argyros- 
tigma piota, B. gilsoni, B. feastii, B. 
rubra, B. sandersonii, B. zebrina. There 
are mavy others that are excellent. 


Cutting Raspberry Canes. 

An Ohio correspondent of Country 
Gentleman writes: ‘‘We found that it 
does not pay to cut back the red rasp- 
berry canes during the growing season. 
We should prefer to take the old canes 
out immediately after picking and burn 
them, not because it will inorease the 
coming crop, but that we may cheok the 
ravages of inscots and the spreading of 
fungous disease, 

‘*Most red varieties sucker very bad~ 
ly. Wo must treat these sprouts os 
weeds or olse the crop will be a failure. 
The better plan is to oultivate the red 
raspberries in hills instead of the hedge- 
row,”’

Poach Farm en the Turf System, 

An oxchunge tolls about a suocessfal 
peach farm in New Exugland managed 
ob the partly turf system. <A atrip of 
sod is left about the trees, the space in 
the middle of the rows being oultivated, 
Tho fertilizer is applied on the sod aud 
the grass ia mowed and left as a muloh, 
The sod, itis said, helps protect the 
roots from freezing and thawing, and 
the wood, being of slower growth, is 
be\ter matured. 

Sometimes a suckling mare putea on 
flesh aud does not give milk enough for 
her foal, In that conse give ber a diet of 
bran and orushed oats. This will mako 
her produce more milk. 

Bran aud orushed oats together is pot 
ouly excellent food for syokiing marog, 
but their foals Mike it as well and will 
leurn to oat ib rapidly, Sa 
Wwoaning easier,

DOWN FROM UNALASKE. 


U.S, Revenue Cotter Grant Brings Lntest 
News From the North Country 
~Steam'r Ashore. 

Port Townsend, Wash., Sept. 20.— 
The United Staces revenue cater 
Grant, Capt. Munger, has arrived from 
Unalaska and brought the latest ad- 


Viecs from St. Michael and the sur- 
rounding country. The steamer Bertha 
arrived at Unalaska Sept. 12, and ce 
worted two inches of snow at St. 
Michael. There will be a big crowd cf 
returning miners on the steamer Port- 
land, and it is estimated ‘thit she will 
bring three tons of gokd. On board 
the Grant are Capt, Peters and crew, 
in all nine men, of the schooner Hue- 
neme, which left Seattle, Aug. 15, for 
St. Michael, with lumber for building 
bouts for the Yukon River. 

At 10 o'clock on the night of Sept. 7, 
during a dense fog, the Huenene wet 
ashore on Uniak Island, completely 
wreoking herself and cargo. All on 
board cacaped to land by means of 
life lines that the suilors carried ashore 
by jumping overboard and swinuning. 
Krght days Inter the captain took three 
men in small beats, rowed from fhe 
wreck and sturted to Unaluska. After 
pulling three days in an open bout, they 
were picked up by the steamer Dora 
and taken to Unalaska, where they 
were trinsferred to the cutter Grant, 
which vee] they started for the men 
left on Uniak Island. After securing 
them the cutter started for the Sound 
the next day, Sept, 20. The first day 
out from Unaluska, two sailors, Wil- 
liam Hood and Otto Severn, were 
drowned by being washed overboard 
while furling the outer  jibs. The 
bodies were not recovered, Hood was 
from this place, where his parents re- 
side.

The Government Expected to Resign To- 
Day When tuc Boule Meets, 


London, Sept. 30.—The correspondent 
of The Dimes at Athens says: It is 
generally believed that the Government 
will resign to-morrow (‘Vhursday) at the 
sitting of the Boule.

Now aa to tho frame. Whilo it saves 
some labor to havo the timbers of spoci- 
fied lengths it is not nocessary that 
they should be so. The framo may bo 
constructed eutiroly of planks cight feet 
in length or any other given length, 
from the fact that a splice may readily 
be made at any point.

the sills of tho first bent resting upon 
the foundation at the proper place and 
the top of the bent resting upon a tem- 
porary scaffold at the end of the founda- 
tion. Tho second bent is constructed 
with tho sills at the proper place and 
the top of the bent resting upon the 
bent already made. Thus the carpenters 
proceed until all the bents are complet 
ed. In raising, the bent last mado is 
raised first, oarefully plumbed and firm- 
ly staid. The next bent is thon raised, 
and after plumbing it the side timbers 
are placed in position. 

Fig. 1 represents an interior bent in 
a basement barn plank frame, There 
may or may not be sills in the basement, 
to suit the pleasure of the owner. If 
there are no sills, the posts may stand 
on stone pillars. The posts (1) are made 
of 2 by 8 plank, two pieces extending 
to tho plates and one piece to tho joist 
bearers (8). The short posts (2) extend 
to the floor, and both joist bearers and 
joists are secured to them, while the 
braces (4) make tho posts rigid and sup- 
port the joist bearers; 5 represents the 
ends of the joists and 6 the floor level; 
7, the purlin posts, are secured to the 
main posts and joist bearers and reach 
the roof supports (8) just beneath tho 
purlin plates (9). The roof supports 
are secured to side posts and purlin 
posts and meet at the comb with any 
desired pitoh, Then they are secured to- 
gether by the collar beams (10), which 
aro 2 by 12 and 5 or 6 fect long. 

The main ties (11) consist of single 
plank, 2 by 8, secured to both posts and 
purlin posts, upon which rest the sub-

Gupports, scoured at one end of the pur- 
lin post and at the others to the collar 
beams. The stays (12) consist of two 
planks, each 2 by 6, to the lower end of 
which, at 18, the purlin braces are se- 
cured. 

In the frame one seoures a thorongh- 
ly braced bent with very little labor, 
and at the same time there is no timber 
in the interior to be in the way. 

Fig. 2 shows a side elevation of this 
barn. Notice how thoroughly it is 
braced both in the basement and super- 
structure. If the bays are more than 16 
feet deep, it is advisable to insert an 
extra 2 by 8 post midway between the 
main posts, letting the top of the posts 
come in between the tops of the two long 
braces at the plates. 

Fig. 8 shows the manner of putting 
the timbers togethor, sills, posts and 
joint bearers being represented. Plank 
2by 4, 2 by Gor 2 by 8 is used for 
packing in the posts of the end bents 
and the basement posts throughout. 

The purlin plates are mado of two 
sets of 2 by 8 plank with a 2 inch

MANGY HOGS. 
Tho Sourf Onused by a Mite Which Must 
Bo Destroyed, 

“Of a bunoh ef this spring's pigs from 
five to nine weeks old about half had 
what wo oall aourf. [have weaned them, 
thinking it might be caused from the 
milk from the sows, as they seem to be 
troubled the same way. Tho sows haye 
boon fed soaked corn and milk swill and 
have had plenty of range and oat pas- 
ture. Iam giving the pigs a light feed 
of soaked corn with a good lot of sul- 
phur mixed in the corn. Ialso give 
sulphur in sour milk and let them run 
whore they can get plenty of greens. I 
also take onrbolic acid and dilute with 
water and sprinkle it over them when 
foeding.’’ 

Answer.—Scurf, or mange, is diffioult 
to cure. It is caused by a gmall mite 
that burrows in the skin, and to get rid 
of it the mite must be destroyed. The 
treatment mentioned has such a tend- 
enoy, but as the application is most 
effective when applied locally there has 
boen too much reliance upon the in- 
ternal treatment. The sulphur internal- 
ly is not harmful, but it will take too 
much time. The process is too slow. 

In the first place, tho pons and sleep- 
ing quarters should be frequently disin- 
fected with orude carbolic acid and 
ime. The surface affected should be 
treated with a salye made as follows: 
Four ounces of salicylic acid, the same 
amount of hyposulphite of sodium, 8 
ounces of cosmoline or lard, and if the 
lard is used a small amount of beeswax 
should be added to make the mixture 
firm. The cosmolino or lard should be 
melted oyer a slow fire, and while itis 
warm onough still to remain a liquid 
stir in the other ingredients slowly un- 
til they are thoroughly mixed. When 
cold, apply to the diseased skin of the 
hogs every day until a cure is effected. 
If many hogs are to be treated, the 
amount should be doubled or quadrupled 
as the necessitios may require. Iu atir- 
ring in the salicylic acid care should 
be used to keep the face away from the 
mixture, or the person who does the 
work will have a violent case of sneoz- 
ing. The salve mentioned is good for 
man or beast where there is a violent 
and persistent eruption of the skin. 

Do not forget to disinfect the pens 
and sleeping quarters of the animals. 
The crude carbolic acid is good, but 
when applied strong enongh to be effect- 
ive it is likely to make the animals 
sick.—Shep in Breeder’s Gazette. 
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Marketing Horses, 

Fho greatest mistake that farmers 
make is the way they market their 
horses. It makes no difference what 
kind of a condition an animal may be 
in, or what age, if it is a swapping or 
trading beast. But the majority of 
farmers depend upon the city buyer or 
a nearby trader as a purchaser. The 
animal is taken to either, too often thin 
in flesh, mane and tail ragged, and 
without apy preparation, The dealer 
explains that it is not fit for the city 
roarket, but makes an offer. The farmer 
in most ouses is compelled to accept it, 
for he knows it is his only chance. The 
dealer takes the animal, feeds it liberal- 
ly for several days, grooms it as long as 
there is a loose hair on it, gets it to 
feeling good, puts it in bitting harness, 
teaohing it to hold its head up, and then 
gives if perhaps its first real lessons, 
and in such lines as it is most fitted for. 
If it has any saddle gaits, it is shown 
just how to make the most of them. If 
light harness work suite it best it is put 
to work in suoh a rig as it looks best in 
and taught to go its very best fora 
short time once or twice per day. No 
slow motions are allowed, and it is 
jerked and yanked around till it gots 
some Hfe into it if it has any ambi- 
tion and fire at all. When feed and 
grooming have done all the good they 
oan, it is sent to market, and the dealer 
more than donbles his money on it, 
A dealer in our town told me that ho 
was gotting rich off tho ignorance or 
carelessness of farmers in this respeot, 
and that it was very foolish in any 
farmer to bring a horse to market as 
long as food and work would enhance 
its value a dollar, for foed and labor 
were so much cheaper on the farm than 
in town and city, He had just bought a 
horse of a farmer’s son who was working 
for $15 per month, and the dealer said 
that one week's feed and handling would 
have made that horse worth at least $20 
more on the market. Hore is a point 
worth remembering. — Cor. National 
Stockman. 


Live Btook Points, 

It isa mighty poor plan to keep sorub 
stock upon high priced land, 

Dorset ewes have been known to pro- 
duce a8 many as six lambs ot a birth, 
They are enormous milkers and good 
mothers, For raising lambs for market- 
ing at about 8 months old no breed is 
botter than the Dorset. The mutton of 
the older sheep ix, however, not so good 
us that of some other breeds, 

Ewes should be dried off gradually 
when the lambs are weaned. If their 
edders are hot and enlarged with milk, 
milk it out, 

When you dock lambs, draw the akin 
of the tail up tight toward the root of 
the tail and out off the end of the tail 
with a pair of sharp shears, Pruning 
shoars ure good for the purpose, aie 
the bleeding by powdoring tho ont wit 
bluestone, then draw the wool baok 
down over the stump and stick it fast 
with a daub of tar. 

There must be some system used in 
live stock prodnotion, It is idiotio 
for all tho farmers of the country to 
ruiso horses or sheep or hogs all at onve 
and overstook the market, then all rnsah 
like sheep in and sell off their wares 
and be confronted suddenly wth # soarol- 
ty of the very animals they broke their 
necks to get rid of. Lot there be estab- 
lished a systom of statistics whiok shall 
koop track of the demand for oach kind 
of live stook im atl the markets of the
